HATTIE’S MISFORTUNE. 


SEVERAL VERY SINGULAR WIt- 
NESSES FOR THE STATE. 


Harian’s Partner Says the Poor Girl 
Was Seduced—Will the Defense 
Produce Harian in Court at the 
Last Moment? 


New High street has worn a lively ap- 
pearance since the new courtroom has been 
occupied, and yesterday morning as early 
as 8 o’clock persons eager to obtain a seat, 
for the rule that nostanding will be allowed 
is strictly observed, wended their way to 
the entrance, and waited puitiently until 
court epened, at 10 o'clock.

During the morning, when iesti- 
mony of a highly indecent character was 
being given regarding the cold-blooded 
seduction ef Hattie Woolsteen by Harian, 
several ladies left the room, but, unabashed, 
the remainder, with unmitigated gall, drank 
in the lewd details that were rendered all 
the more disgusting by the snickering way 
in which the so-called “Dr.”’ Schim related 
the fact. As the assistantof Marlan, be 
had every opportunity to know more than 
the outside world regarding Harlan’s plans 
and mode of life. With deliberation he 
related how the gambler-dentist divided his 
time between business and pleasure, but 
under the searching cross-examination of 
Col. Wells, he himself did not show up to 
particularly good advantage.

I remember the cuff buttons he 
wore; they were ina gold setting, and hada 
ship and lizhthouse engraved on them. I did 
not notice if he wore them on that day. He 
also wore a diamond horseshoe locket, set 
with seven smail diamonds. Th» chain he 
‘wore was a loose link chain. [Watch and 

and = s!eeve-buttons 
did not have any pistol. 
know he was interested in prope at 


‘Whittier, and Mp said he was going there 


the day before I last saw him. He leftina 
buggy with adark bay team, and I did not 
see him again until next day. He wasin 
the office when I[ arrived, but 1 don’t re- 
member what time 1 got there. He and his 
wife left the office together in the after- 
noon, and the Doctor returned about a quar- 
ter before 6. I examined the Doctor's 
mouth, and remnember he had very peculiar 
teeth. Thetwo front ones were large and 
projected somewhat; in the lower set the 
the front teeth were separated close to the 
gum, and there were three teeth out. In 
conjunction with Dr. Bird and others, I ex- 
amined the teeth of the body exhumed at 
Compton. Thesuit I last saw the Doctor 
wear wasone he wore alternately witha 
light suit for two or three atin. The 
cloth had a small red thread running 
through it. [Witness identified the portions 
of clothing as beipg the same as worn by 
Harlan; also the portion of the lower jaw 
containing the teeth.) recognize the 
teeth as being the Doctor’s from the pecu- 
liarity of the lower incisors, they projecting 
forward end being separated at the bottom. 
Since the evening we went to supper tr 
rether I never saw the Doctor again. 1 saw 

iss Hattie Woolsteen in the oftice twice. 
About eight or ten days before the Doctor’s 
death I saw her first, and again on the day 
he started to Whittier she was again in the 
office. 1 went to get the team, leaving her 
in the office with the Doctor. 1 was in the 
laboratory when he came to me and asked 
me togoand fetch the team that he had 
already ordered. He drove away by him- 
self. Isaw her the week following in Dr. 
Harlan’s office, when I asked her if she 
knew where the Doctor was. She replied 
that she did not, and that ‘it was abouta 
week since she had seen him. I then 
asked her if he had _ not visited 
her on ‘Thursday evening, to which 
question at first 
no, and afterward said that she thought he 
had. I then inquired if she bad read about 
the fire at Compton, and she answered she 
had, and produced a paper. One of Lucas’s 
detectives came in, and he asked Miss Wool- 
steen if she knew the Dector’s former resi- 
dence, and, also, where she was from. She 
said she came from Peoria, Lil IL lett the 
office to see Dr. Bird, and, upon my return, 
Miss Woolstein had disappeared altogether. 
‘Nhe watch he wore he had had four about 
one month. 

Cross-examinea: lam from Washington 
Territory, and have been for some 18 months 
in this State. I came in October, 1836, 
and remained until March at Sierra Madre 
and other places. During that time 1 fol- 
lowed no business. For some two years I 
lived at Spokane Falls, and before that I 


< hived ip Chicago, on and off, for a long time. 


I would remain, poner a year in Chicago, 
then another year in St. Paul, and so on. 1 
have traveled in that manner for many 
years. When 1 arrived here, at first 1 did 
not become acquainted with any gambler:. 
1 don’t remember when [ first. became ac- 
quainted with the first gambling room. 

Objection was made by the District At- 
torney tothe course of examination pur- 
sued by the defense, upon which Col. We!!s 
stated that he proposed to prove that. the 
witness wasa professional gambler; that 
his testimony was untrue, and that, from 
memorandums in re of the defense, 
a complete refutation of the main facts pnt 
forward by the witn@ss would be afforded. 
The objection having been overruled by the 
Court, witness resuined: 

[I have been in gambling-rooms here. I 
don’t know what you cai! a gambling-room. 
If you step into a place to buy a cigar, and 
a game of pokeris being played, I don’t 
know if that is a gamblinz-rnom. I studied 


dentistry inmy uncle’s office, under Dr. 


Patton and other dentists, iu St. Paul, and 
I had au office myself in Washington Terri- 
tory. I became acquainted with Dr. Har- 
lan last spring. lIacted as assistant, and 
did anything that had to be done. I operated 
ov Jim Bradby, and, if [hati the books, I 
sould give many other names. I first saw 


Hattie Woolsteen two or three weeks 
before the Doctor disappeared. He 
told me he had a pretty nice girl, 


and that he was going to sell her some 
property at Whittier. The Doctor renarked 
to me that he had a “pretty good girl.”’ 

Col, Wells: Well, what eise did he say

about her? 


. Well, he said she was a nice girl. 
was about two weeks before he disappeared. 
when I slept with him at his ro m. He teld 
me on that night that he had seduced Hat- 
tie at the place over the People’s Store, and 
that she didn’t know he was a married 


man. 
Col. Wells: Did the Doctor show youa 


hottle of medicine? If so, tell all about it, 
and the couversation that ensued. 

Yes; he showed mea bottie containing a 
liquid, and toid me he had taken Hattie out 
tor a drive in the atternoon, and that during 
the evening he had taken her to the room 
over the People’s Store, and with difficulty 
om accomplished his purpose of seducing 
er, 

The witness entered into the details re- 
varding Harlan’s purpose. said that 
she had foreed herself upon him, upon 
which L told him that he had better be care- 
ful or be would get himself into. trouble. 
He said she had plenty of money, and he 
could get all he wanted of it, and there was 
little fear of any troubie, as she did not 
know he was a married man, He then 
turned the conversation to Florida, but 
didn’t meution having gene there on «c- 
eouut of having seduced a girl. He did 
show me a bullet wound th.t he had re- 
ceived ina fight. He acknowledged having 
been forced to skip out trom his home. He 
didn’t tell me about the girl he seduced at 
hishome. This conversation was from three 
to six weeks before his disappearance. ‘The 
last time I ever saw him was on Spring 
street, Thursday evening. There were two 
rooms at the office, a parlor and operating- 
room. There were three chairs an@ a sofa 
In the parlor. The Doctor was skiilful 
in administering gas to patients for 
extracting teeth. He also used ether. The 
door between tke laboratory and the oflice 
was always closed. The Doctor put in 
about half of his time at the office, and the 
balance he spent at the Brunswick, where 
he piayed ecards and billiards. There was a 
clubroom also over the People’s Store, of 
which he, with two others, were the man- 
agers. One room was used as a bedroom, 
and the other rooms were used for playing 
poker. The night he took the box of c:gars 
up to the room, it was just dark, and [ 


waited for him until his return, when we 


crossed the street, and I stopped at the 
Brunswick cigar-stand, while he continued 
down Spring street, saying he was going to 
see Miss Woolsteen. The clubroom is right 
across the street from the billiard parlors. 
Harlan and 1 were some times in the 
Brunswick together. I never saw that dice 
before, and never heard of it until Harlan 
was dead. I don’t think I ever saw him 
throw dice from a box in my life. ! didn’t 
see or read the note, but | saw him receive 
a note that dav from Miss Woo!steen, and 
he told me she wanted him to be sure «and 
come and see her that evening. Le didn't 
mention that she had discovered that he 
was a married man, but he did make men- 
tion that his wife was a little jealous, upon 
which I told him he had better luok out. 
He did not mention that Hattie had gone 
to his wife, but he told me that he would 
have the matter regarding the property 
fixed up by Saturday, at whichtime he 
said he would pay me what he owed me. 
When he left me at the cicar-stand it was 
between 6 and7 o’clock. I did not see him 
again. The Tuesday following Miss Wool- 
steen came to the office in respons to my 
request. I had gone downin company with 
Simons and Adler to see her, but she was at 
the theater, and I saw Minnie. I told 
Minnie to tell her sister to cal! at the office, 
as I wishedto see her. About 9 o’clock in 
the morning Hattie came into the office. 

was alone with a detective. The de- 
tective just happened tocome up. He had 
been up just before to inquire about Dr. 
Harlan. here was no arrangement made 
that he should be present when Miss Woo!l- 
steen called. He told me he was one of 
Lucas’s men, and | had no conversation 
with him regarding the Harlan matter. 
When he happened in the second time 
Hattie was present, but I cannot swear that 
Mr. Harriswas not present. The watch that I 
have identified is the one that Harlan 
usually wore, and was received by the Doc- 
tor in pledge for #40. He got itupin the 
elub room. He wonall the money the man 
had, and he went off owing #149, and 
left the watch with the Ductor. I 
saw the diamong ring on his _ finger 
several times, and I remember particularly 
seeing it worn between the 25th and the 
lastof September. He\always wore it on 
the little finger, and I remember seeing it 
worn between the dates\I have mentioned. 
The setting was very apt to catch ina lady's 
hair while he was opera ing on her teeth, so 
he had it reset. Sometimes he put itin 
“soak”? for a week ata time; sometimes 
only fora few days. knew that the ring 
soak, because Ll saw De Garmo wear- 
ng it. 


Afternoon Session. 

Harlan’s assistant was recalle] when 
court convened at2o’clock, He testified: 
When I visited Compton I was accompanied 
by Dr. Bird, but the Justice of the Peace 
and a couple of men who came up were 
present when the remains were exhumed. 
The body lay on its back, and Justice Leon- 
ard lifted the remains out of the box. 
1 had examined the Doctor’s§ teeth 
some short time previous, as he wanted 
some work done upon them. did 
not examine them again until I did so at 
Compton. The peculiarities that distin- 
guished his from others was the manner in 
which the teeth were set in the jaw. Both 
the upper and the lower ones projected and 
that Ll régu.d as exceptional, and on that 
account I could identify them among, I 
think, a million. After the examination at 
Compton I brought the lower jawbone to 
this city, because if we had brought the 
upper jaw we would have been obliged to 
bring the entire head. I dont know why 
we didn’t bring the head. I[ have never 
seen teeth projecting in such a manner 
except in animais. Yes, 1 have seen the 
t eth of dead —— when the tlesh had 
been removed frum the jaw. When I maae 
an examination of the Doctor's teeth, in 
this city, 1 noticed a cavity at the bottom of 
the teeth, which, however, is common to all 
people. The jaw 1 hold in my hand ap- 
pears to be somewhat longer on one side, 
and also to be lacking one teoth. 

Col. Wells: ls there anything about that 
jaw that would enable you to identiiy it as 
— of Dr. Harlan? 

itness: There is in connection be- 
tween that and the upper jaw.. 

Col. Wells: I mean alone and by itself? 

Witness: No. Lsaw Hattie W.olsteen 
three times at Dr. Harian’s office. ‘The 
lirst time it was — the latter part of 
Septeuiber. also saw Minnie at the office 
on ope occasion. She came with her sister 
and remained until her sister left. It was 
about a week between her visitand tie 
time the Doctor told me he had seduced 
Hattie. The day he drew the mouey out of 
his pocket to pay the messenger boy, Il saw 
the gold pieces. He owed me money that 
he had borrowed, and also for services. It 
was then about 3 o’ciock, and later his wife 
ealled,. The chain he then wore was one 
similar tothat shown me, and attached to it 
wasa locket set with seven diamonds, I 
don’t remember testifying at the prelim- 
inary examination that there were five or 
six Stones with one missing. 1 don’t know 
whether they were diamonds or not. I am 
no expert on stones, [ only know from 
what he told me. [| remember his - wearing 
a pin set with some red stone. 1 imagine it 
was acheap pin. Harlan never possessed a 
jistol to wy Knowledge. remember the 

Joctor wore a dark suit of clothes on 
the night I saw him, but 
the tio days previous he wore 
his light suit. He kept some clothing at the 
office, and a portion he kept t home. The 
only clothing I have seen since his disappeuar- 
ance wasthe dark suit. | have seeu Mrs, 
Harlan several times since the body was dis- 
covered. ldonot say that the sieeve-but- 
tons were the one Dr. Harlan wore the last 
time IL saw him, but they are similar to those 
that he was in the habit of wearing. As as- 
sistant, [received 50 per cent. of the pro- 
ceeds of the werk done, and #2 for every 
time I made gas. He. used loroform and 
ether sometimes, but only when a physician 
Was preseut. We also used liquor on some 
vecasions. the Doctor’sgold watel in 
pawn for 850 the latter part of September. 
it was never redeemed trons me betore his 
death. Dlet him bave the to allow him 
to take it fromm the pawnshop, aud held itas 
security. Lonly know of two watelhes that 
he possessed, and one is in my possession 
now. L had an interest in the ‘liffany 
watch, for L let him have #0 out of the #4 
he advaneed upon it. He had two diamond 


rings, Dut the solitaire was much the larzer.: 


The smaller one he sold to some one, but | 
don’t know to whom. Atter Dr. Haritan’s 
death | visited a law office to make inquiries 
regarding Lueas’s Deteetive Agency. It 
was the oflice of Wells, Van Dyke & Lee. 
Inquired what steps would be best to take 
in regard toemploying a detective to find 
who had made away with Dr. marian. 

Col. Wells: Did you or did you pot since 
that time try to commit suicide? 

“What, me?” exclaimed witness, with 
more animation than he had hitherto dis- 
played. 

Col. Wells: Yes, you, sir. 

Witness: No, sir. 

Re-lirect: After the adjournment today 
{ had aconversation with Col. Wells re 
garding the testimony. We walked down 


the street together, aud for a mument or 


two we stood at the corner of Temple 
street. 

District Attorney: Did the Colonel swing 
on to you, or did you swing on to nim? 

Witness: I think the Colonel swung on 
to me. 

District Attorney: I thought se. 

Witness, continuing: “When Dr. Harlan 
told ine that Hattie foreed herself upon hint. 
We were above the People’s store. Chioro- 
for + and ether are used by dentists. 1 did 
net know where Hattie lived, but the man 
Simons did. When 1 went to her reoms it 
wus between 9 and 10 o'clock, It is some- 


couseious while having teeth extracted. I 
called at the oflice of Wells, Van Dyke & 
Lee the day after Lreturned from Compton. 
It was a detective who had advised ine to 
go and see the law firm L have mentioned 

The Doctor told me that Hattie was the 
daughter of a cattle king about a couple of 
weeks before he disappeared, It Was only 
afew hours after he seduced Miss Hattie 
that he told me about it. I was going along 
the street when he overtook me and askec 
me to go and sleep at his room, He then 
told n® about it. fhe mentioned to me that 
he bad visited with Hattie in different sec- 
tions of the couutry. One day he took a 
buggy, and he told me they had been 
through some orange groves. He bad gone 
with his wife to San Pédro and on to San 
Diego, coming frem there back to Ulis city 
by train. 

Cross-examined: Upon leaving the court- 
room I think I addressed you first. No, 
don’t think any seerecy was observed. We 
walked down the street together, where 
every one that wished could see us, 

DR. W. J. BIRD 

testified: [am a dentist and. have ‘an office 
in the same building where Dr. Harlan had 
his office. I began practising dentistry in 
1872, Lhave a partner, Dr. Palmer. I knew 
Dr. Harlan for about three years, and had a 
knowledge of the formation of the Doctor's 
mouth, as [did work for him. 1 puta fill- 
ing in an upper and aiso a lower molar, and 
later, again, atiird tilling in an upper tooth. 
L examined 
recognize the jaw as being the lower jaw 
that was then removed. 

Witness proceeded to describe in detail 
the peculiarities of the Doctor’s mouth, par- 
ticularly the upper jaw. 

Cross-examined: 1 last saw Dr. Harlan 
on Mondayin October. L don’t remember 
Hattie’s coming tomy office about the end 
of January to have work done, but that: 
might have happened, as we do not extract 
teeth, and we frequently referred people to 
Harlan. I had but little acquaintance with 
Dr. Harlan outside business matters, but he 
belonged to the Southern California Dental 
Association, and 1 used to meet him in that 
way. I believe positively that the jaw ex- 
hibited was Dr. Harlan’s. The effect of 
beat upon the enamel of the teeth would be 
that the enamel would crumble, and cause 
the gold filling to expand. I have done an 
average amount of business during my stay 
in this city. It is from memory that the 
peculiarities of formation are recognized. 
We keep record of teeth filled, but all else 
is simply a matter of memory. 

have never noticed the effect 
of the application of heat to the teeth 
when the body was burned. The enamel 
will crack quicker under heat than the 
bone. Front teeth are pene smaller at 
the base. On opening the mouth at Comp- 
ton the lower portion of the jaw broke off, 
and thatis why it was brought away. To 
have brought the upper jaw, it would 
have been necessary to bring away 
the head. It would be _ difficult to 
say whether there is more individuality 
abouta set of teeth than a countenance. 
In a perfect set of teeth—no; but teeth that 
are decayed—yes With Dr. Harlan’s teeth 
there was a certain amount of individuality. 
Individually the characteristics of the jaw 
in question is no different from hundreds of 
others, but the combination was peculiar to. 
Dr. Harlan’s alone. When [ left the office 
to go to Compton with Mr. Brady, I did not 
know and did not believe it was Dr. Har- 
lan’s body 1 was going toexamine. If Dr. 
Harlan walked in and prese ted the jaw 
shown me I would still assert that the jaw 
exhibited was Hlarlan’s, for there is more 
chance of mistaken identity. 

MRS. FERGUSON, 

a somewhat gaily-attired lady, then took the 
witness stand and testitied: I reside at 344 
South Spring street, and I have, lived in 
this city for about two years. ‘I heard 
about the burning of a barn at Compton in 
last October. 1 know Miss Hattie Wool- 
steen, and about that time-—the last day of 
September or the bDeginning of October—I 
saw her. She was at my house on the Mon- 
day or Tuesday, when a_ pistol lay 
on the bureau. She called again on the 
16th of October, when she asked me to lend 
her the pistol, upon which I told herthatthe 
gentleman who owned it had taken it away. 
She told me she wanted it to kill a snake 
that was somewhere around her house. The 
conversation occurred between 12 and 1 
o'clock, and she remained only a few 
minutes, I saw her again on Saturday, the 
Sth of October, when she called to geta 
dress I was making for her. It was in the 
afternoon, and, the dress being completed, 
she took it away and paid me $10. She told 
me she thought she would get me to make a 
black satin dress for herself and sister. 

Cross-examined: Jam a married woman, 
and carry on a_ dressmaking business 
at my place. Miss Woolsteen came to my 
reoms on Spring street. She was having a 
dress made, and on the 6th of October, when 
she came, sie said she had seen a revolver 
on my table, and she asked me forit. 1 
told her thatthe gentieman who owned it 
had taken it away. She said she wanted to 
ki'lasnake;- said there was a snake as big 
as her arm at her house, and she wanted tuo 
kill it. I believe the dress was a bronze- 
green, She said her uncle had made her 
and ler sister a present of the black dresses 
which she wanted made. 

MES. DEBORA COAKLEY 
testified: I resided at 514 South Fort street. 
I had«ceupied the house about two weeks 
at the time of Doc Harlan’s death, Hattie 
and her sister Minnie were residing there as 
roomers when I took the house. ‘They re- 
mained there, and on the evening of the 
6th of Oetober Minnie came to my room be- 
tween 8 and Yoclock and to!ld me that her 
company had come, and that she 
expected Hattie and Dr. Harlan, and 
wanted another room. She said that 
Dr. Harlan Hattie wanted to 
examine the plans of their house. I was up 
uutil 11 o'clock and did not bear Hattie and 
Harlan come in, L wasup at 7 o'clock the 
next m rning. On the following day I no- 
ticed a diamond ring om liattie’s finger. 
think it wason Sunday, 1 don’t know ex- 
actiy what kind of a ring it was. During 
the two weeks that I knew the two girls 
they were doing nothing. 

Cross-examined: Ll saw them quite often 
inthe hall. They took care of their own 
room. They took their meals out. I did 
not allow cooking in the house. They did 
not do any work or sewing. think Minnie 
made adress for erself. Ilattie I did not 
see much of then. Lsaw more of Minnie, 
who would come into the kitehen. I saw 
nothing wrong about them other than that 
they had a great many gentlemen cailers, 
and L objected to it. a tact, I raised their 
rent. Ldon’t Know the men. Never saw 
Ilarlan to know him. 1 know that men 
from the army headquarters called. [saw 
the diamond ring on Hattie’s finger on the 
Sunday after the killing. Miss Buell told 
me about the ring on Saturday and she said 
it was an engagément ring. She asked me 
if it was a pure diamond. Miss Buell left 
about two weeks after the occurrence. I 
dou’t know where she is now, She said 
she was going to San Diego. She was nota 
inarried woman. Hattie was taken away 
from my house by the Chief of Police on the 
Thursday or Friday after the Sunday. If 
my evivence Was to tix her fate l could 
state positively that 1 saw the ring on her 
finger or. the 9th of October. [think Miss 
Buell came here from Texas. I am a 
widow, ‘The ring was on the third finger. 
Miss Buell caliea he di wn to examine the 
ring. Ste (Miss Buell) did not think it 
was a good diamond on aceaunt of the size 
of the stone. just got a jiimpse of it as 
Hlattie went into the room. 

Toa juror: Lam positive that it was a 
brown dress. 

Cross-examined: The first week the girls 
paid their rent in advance. The second 
week was not paidin advance, but it was 
paid. They lett some things—a little china- 
ware and statuary. Minnie told me to leave 
the things there, and Ldtidiso. I suppose 
they are with the lady to whom I suid the 
house. 


MRS. MAX VON BYER 

testified: 1 reside on Olive street. I knew 
the Woolsteen giris duriag last October. 1 
‘esided on Fort street, near Mrs. Coakley’s. 
Lremenber about the burning of the Bar- 
bey barn. After the alleged burning of the 
barn I “saw Hattie at Mrs. Maloney’s, ot 
Fort street, where I lived. Mhe came tocal:

seen on Dr. Harlan’s hand. I said to her 
that I was glad that she had gotten the ring. 
1 wanted to take it from her finger, but she 
said it had been wished on, I knew that it 
had belonged to Dr. Harlan, because 1 had 
seen it on his hand. 1am a married woman, 
and my husband is a printer in the Govern- 
ment building. I got acquainted with the 
yirls while we were living at the house oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Coakley. I left when Mrs. 
Coakley bought the house, and moved to 
Mrs. Maloney’s. Isaw the ring only once 
before, and that was in Dr. Harlan’s office. 
went to his offices with Hattie. I teased 
her about the ring. 

Cross-examined: I teased her about tre 
ring when Liearned that she was going 
with Dr. Harlan. I think it was about three 
weeks before I lert the Coakley house that 
L visited Harlan’s office with Hattie. I 
know that Lteased ber about the ring. Idid 
not see the ring again until [ saw it on Hat- 
tie’s hand. Iam sure that it was Harlan’s 
ring. She came to my house. in the after- 
noon of Monday, the 10th. I noticed the 
ring, and simply said she had the ring at 
last. I don’t rememover what she said. 
think she remained over an hour. It was 
after the finding of the body atCompton. IL 
am not positive which hand the ring was 
on, but I think the left. 

[The witness was here put through a 
rigid cross-examination by Col. Wetls as to 
the hand on which Hattie wore the ring. 
The witness, on her preliminary examina- 
tion, swere thatthe ring was on the right 
hand, but, in her present testimony, she 
was not sure which hand it was on.] 

Coutinuing, witness said: Il did not say 
at the preliminary examination that the 
ring had belonged to Dr. Harlan. I never 
saw Harlan at the Coakley house while lL 
resided there, but Hattie told me that he 
calied, She did not tell me that Harlan had 
given her thering. She simply said that 
ihe ring was wished on, and that she did 
not want itremoved. I have resided in this 
city about seven months. I lived near 
Compton before I was married. 

Adjourned until 10 o’clock this morning. 


BOAKD OF TRADE. 


A New Director—Kesolutions Adopted 
by the Board. 

Ata meeting of the Board of Trade of 
this city, held on Thursday, A. N. Hamil- 
ton was elected a director, vice J. B. Threl- 
keld, resigned, 

The following resolutions were adopted 
at the nonthly meeting, held on Monday: 

“WHEREAS, the attention of the di- 
rectors of the Les Angeles Board of Trade 
has been called to the matter of maintain- 
ing kindergarten schools in this city; and, 

“WHEREAS, after thorough examination 
and inquiry regarding said matter, the di- 
rectors find that the school now en Sainse- 
vain street has charge of about 50 little ones, 
all of whom are receiving the care and at- 
tention, education and training which 
would probably never be given them with- 
out the establishment and maintenance of 
the school; and, 

‘““‘WHEREAS, the benevolent ladies who 
have the school in charge are maintaining 
it by voluntary subscriptions; and 

“WHEREAS, they desire to continue their 
noble work by establishing in the poorer 
parts of the city kindred schools; therefore 


be it 

“Resolved, that we, the directors of the 
Board of ‘Trade of Los Angeles city, 
heartily inderse the noble and self-sacrific- 
ing work of these ladies, and we recom- 
mend to the Council of Los Angeles city 
and the Board of Supervisors of this county, 
and ail persons who are able, a liberal sub- 
scription for the g cause; and it is

Into 
this pours alarge part of the sewage 
vf the city. The remainder goes intu 
the lake direct. Fora time the water 
of the river was turned into the canal, 
but such a great outcry arose from the 
riparians of that stream and of the Il- 
linois River that this plan was aban- 
doned. Most of the sewage at pres- 
ent gets into the lake, the source from 
which Chicago draws her water supply. 
The crib is two miles from the city, but 
it has been found necessary te build a 
new tunnel, and get water froma 
vreater distance, to avoid the refuse. 
The proposed canal would deliver 
500,000 cubic teet of water a minute at 
iis terminus in the Illinois River at 
Joliet, a quantity of fluid, it is esti- 
mated, which would so thueroughly di- 
lute the drainage from Chicago that no 
evil results of any kind would come 
upon the districts below.

An Iowa Town Visited by 
Great Floods. |
